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MOLONEY WILL NOT COME 


SHARPLY DENYING THAT HE 
WILL PE AN INFORMER. 
THE EXILE’S INDIGNATION WHEN TOLD 
OF THE RUMOR THAT HE WAS TO 

TESTIFY AGAINST JACOB SHARP. 

MONTREAL, June 12.—‘ Billy” Moloney 
has chosen one of the prettiest and most roman- 
tie spots in the province for his Summer resi- 
dence. Heis staying at tha principal hotel in 
Lachine, a pretty little town about ten miles 
above Montreal. The hotel is situated in one 
of the numeérous bays of Lake St. Louis, and 
overlooks the water, being separated from it by 
only the breadth of the roadway. 

Tur Ties’s correspondent drove out last 
evening and found Moloney sitting on the veran- 
da of the hotel surrounded by his family, the 
Stillness being broken only by the ripple of the 
Waves on the shore and the dreamy strains of a 
German waltz from the open windows of the 
hotel, where the young people were having a 
dance as a fitting close to the boat races which 
had taken place that afternoon. Mr. Moloney 
extended a hearty greeting to the newspaper 
man, and, veing told that a report was current 


in New-York that he was about to go hack to 
give evidence against Jacob Sharp, he flushed 
up and said indignantly: 

“IT cannot imagine how these reports arise, 
but I guess they originate in the New-Yorkeven- 
ing papers. You see for yourself I am here now, . 
and I have not the slightest intention of going 
back unul TI can dosoinan honorable way.

All of Moloney’s 
friends have long known that he was anxious 
to return to this city. He became disgnsted with 
Montreal and Canadian life generally in less 
than a month after he skipped over the border. 
He wanted to come back to New-York so badly 
that he is said to have risked arrest on more 
than one occasion by coming here in disguise 
and spending two or three days with friends in 
whom he had implicit confidence, He has, how- 
ever, s0 often protested that he would never 
earn the privilege of living in this city by turn, 
ing “informer” that almost everybody who 
knows him would be surprised to see him on 
the stand as a witness for the prosecution. 

A visit was paid by a TIMES reporter to con- 
victed Aldermen Jaehne, McQuade, and O'Neil, 
in Sing Sing Prison. McQuade said he had no 
opinion to express on the subject except that he 
did not think Moloney would be a witness at the 
trial... He did venture the opinion that ‘if those 
who were engaged in trying others and sending 
them to prison were put on trial, then, perhaps, 
some justice might be done.””

My 
boys, Eddie and Charlie, are pitcher and catcher 
in the baseball team here and are enjoying them- 
selves thoroughly.” 

“What are the other New-Yorkers doing?” 
‘Was the next question.

We 
armed ourselves with seven-shooters and two 
shotguns, and promised Billy to shoot down any 
one who interfered with him. That seemed to 
comfort him and be came along. The whole 
family were delighted with the trip.”

TO-DAY. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 12.—The black crape 
that floated from the doorway of the neat three- 
story brick dwelling at 627 South Nineteenth- 
street, was of strange interest to thousands of 
Women and children to-day. It was in that 
home that Mrs. Anna Griffith, in her madness 
yesterday morning, killed her 9-year old daugh- 
ter Mabel, and then took her own life. The 
bodies of mother and child rested in an ice box 
in the parlor, while in the room above lay Miss 
Adele Griffith, who made a heroic effort to save 
her sister from herown madness after she had 


cut the throat of her favorite child. The gash 
that the razorofthe insane woman had made 
on the hand of her sister during their desperate 
struggle, is not of a dangerous nature, but the 
young woman was suffering severely from the 
shock of the tragedy.

PHILADELPHIA, June 12.—The funeral of 
Bishop Stevens will take place next Wednes- 
day. In the morning the body will be removed 
to Holy Trinity Church, Nineteenth and Walnut 
streets, where it will rest upon a catafalque in 
the aisle. The casket will be closed, and by 
special request of Mrs. Stevens there will be no 
pall hearers. The service will begin promptly 
atnoon. Uptothe presentit has not been de- 


termined who will officiate, nor will it probably 
be until Wednesday morning, when Dean Bart- 
lett. of the Protestant Episcopal Divinity 
School. who has temporary charge ofjHoly Trini- 
ty Chureh, and who has also charge of the 
funeral arrangements, will make a selection. 
The services at the church and also at the inter- 
ment will be of the simplest character, and by 
request of Bishop Steveus there’ will be no ad- 
dress made. 

The church choir will attend and sing the 
one hundred and eighty-seventh and two hun- 
dred and sixtieth hymns; and during the serv- 
ice the church bell will be tolled at intervals 
ofone minute.

If Moloney is in reality to testify to facts dam- 
aging toSharp why was the information as to 
his appearance as a witness communicated to 
Mr. Stickney. one of Sharp’s counsel! The 
prosecution has no desire to aid Sharp on the 
trial, and certainly his counsel are not anxious 
to prompt or aid the prosecution. 4

found that a central Board of Examiners is an 
absolute necessity. When Commissioner Edger- 
ton entered upon the discharge of our civil 
service duties we found over 1,100 examination 
papers on hand that had not been marked. 
Letters were pouring in every day from candi- 
dates for their percentages. Our force was not 
large enough to answer the communications 
received. We resolved to take steps to get the 
work up to date. The examining board then 
consisted of 14 clerks detailed from the depart- 
ments, who visited the rooms of the commission 


occasionally to mark percentages. They were 
required to keep up their office work, and there- 
fore could of course devote but little time to 
the duties required of the board. We then 
asked that some of the members of 
the board be relieved temporarily from their de- 
partment work and assigned to duty under the 
commission. The President approved this re- 
quest and the Secretaries exch detailed one of 
their men to serve on the central examining 
board. In three months’ time, under that ar- 
rapgement, the great mass of examination 
papers had been disposed of and the board was 
engaged on current work. This was a practical

EVERSON, Penn., June 12.—The District 
Board of the Knights of Labor met here to-day, 
and, after having a conference with Superin- 
tendent Lynch, effected an agreement under 
which they will order all their men to work at 
Frick & Co.’s works to-morrow morning, at the 
advance of 1215 per cent.

We 
have no doubt thatif the men who have the 
power to control the course of that party 
had the courage to offer to Mr. RANDALL 
and his immediate followers the choice be- 
tween permitting a moderate tariff reform 
measure, including a considerable reduction 
of the duties on materials, or being ruled 
out of the Democratic ranks the former 
alternatiye would be accepted. We do not, 
of course, mean by this that Mr. Car- 
LISLE should insist on the total reduction 
being made in tariff duties. Butif at least 
$50,000,000 should be taken from materials 
we believe that Mr. RANDALL would feel it 
prudent to accede rather than suffer party 
discipline.. One thing is perfectly plain, 
that it is only by such a policy, executed 
with firmness and energy, that anything 
can be accomplished. If the revenue re- 
formers, who are a distinct majority of the 
Democrats, are not prepared to do this they 
might as well give up the fight first as last. 
They ought to see that the country has no 
use for a party or party leaders without 
principles and without the courage to apply 
them. Itmay not be essential to a Demo- 
cratic victory next year that revenue re- 
form shall be proved to be a real part of the 
policy of the Democratic Party, but it is 
essential to the,.future of men like Mr.

JURY SERVICE. 

Every time there is a jury trial of excep- 
tional importance in this city there is new 
evidence of the defective working of the 
system. This is partly due to the lack of a 
proper feeling of responsibility among the 
people for their share in the administration 
of justice. Jury service does not seem to 
be regarded as thé general duty of the cit- 
izen, to be performed with the same fidelity 
that is expected of public officers. By very 
many itis regarded as a disagreeable bur- 
den, to be avoided so far as possible, and 
the few who seem entirely willing, some- 
times eager, to serve are those least fitted 
for the duty. It is notorious that a very 
large proportion of the most intelligent cit- 
izens, on one pretext or another, escape 
being drawn for jurors. Some of the 
grounds for this evasion of a public duty 
are legitimate, but others are not, and in 
any case there seems to be a total lack of 
any conscientious desire to perform the 
service as a duty equally incumbent upon 
all who are qualified. 

Very many of those who cannot escape 
boing drawn put in pleas for being ex- 
cused, mainly because it would involve a 
temporary sacrifice of personal interests. 
It is rare that this sacrifice is cheerfully ac- 
cepted as part of the duty of citizenship. 
In a case which has attracted a large share 
of public attention and been much dis- 
cussed and talked about publicly and pri- 
vately another loophole of escape is afforded 
which very many eagerly avail themselves 
of. Inalmost any such case every intelli- 
gentman who takes an interest in what is 
going on in the community has formed 
some kind of an impression as to the 
merits of the case. He can hardly avoid 
it. Hemay be entirely free from any per- 
sonal interest or any prejudice or bias 
calcylated to make him favor one side or 
the other, but the statements of fact that 
have been made in the public prints and 
the comments upon them will produce some 
kind of animpression. But a fair-minded 
man, who is accustomed to do his own 
thinking and to act according to the dic- 
tates of hisown conscience, can neverthe- 
less listen to the legal evidence presented 
and determine whether or not the case has 
been fairly proved. He can set aside his 
impression unless if amounts to a positive 
conviction, and take his facts from the wit- 
nesses and his law from the court and make 
up afair verdict. Butmany men who are 
anxious to escape jury duty make the most 
of their impressions and use them as a 
means of getting off. 

The responsibility involved in jury serv- 
ice is by many very lightly regarded. In an 
important criminal case involving consider- 
ations of great public moment this respon- 
sibility is very serious. Itinvolves on the 
one hand the vindication of justice and the 
punishment of crime, the immunity of 

which is dangerous and demoralizing, and 
on the other the protection of every right 
of the accused and of the principles and 
orderly methods of the administration of 
law. While men who are to serve on a jury 
in apy particular case cannot be too careful 
to preserve their minds from extraneous 
influences, it is equally the duty of other 
citizens to avoid any attempt to influence 
them. The man who speaks to a juryman or 





to one who is likely to serve on a jury ina 
case in which he feels an interest, in the 
hope of swaying his action, may do so with- 
out being conscious of any corrupt intent, 
but he showsa total lack of appreciation 
for the solemn responsibility resting upon a 
jury and of the duty of every citizen to up- 
hold the administration of justice. He is 
guilty of a serious offense against the prin- 
ciple upon which jury trial is based, and 
his prompt punishment is necessary to the 
maintenance of the integrity of the system. 
Soof a juryman who thoughtlessly seeks 
information or light outside of the proceed- 
ings of the court. However innocent his 
intention, he shows that he does not duly 
appreciate the responsibility resting upon 


him, which requires that his verdict shall 
rest solely on the evidence presented. 
The difficulties and frequent failures of 


justice in criminal trials are largely due to 
this prevalent lack of a sound sentiment in 
regard to the duty and responsibility of 


jury service. It causes men to do their 
utmost to escape one of the most important 
duties of citizeuship. It leads them to 
evasions and pretexts to avoid what they 
regard rather as a forced and unpleasant 
task than a public duty. It induces men, 
who are ordinarily honest, to attempt to in- 
flueuce jurymen through personal or selfish 
motives, and makes it easy for jurymen to 
be influenced by considerations that have 
no proper place in the trial before them. 
There was an illustration of this lately in 
acase involving the validity of a will, in 
which one of the jurymen explained the 
verdict as due to a feeling that the plaintiff, 
one of the heirs at.law of the testator, had 
not received a fair share of the estate, a 
consideration which had nothing whatever 
to do with the real question which the jury 
was sworn to decide. 





THE SUBWAY BILL. 

The bill to extend the term of the Sub- 
way Commission of this city, now in the 
hands of the Governor, is not what the peo- 
ple of New-York demanded of the Legislat- 
ure, as it does not give to the City Govern- 
ment so powerful a voice inthe questions 
arising in regard to the burial of electric 
wires as the taxpayers justly think that 
the municipal authorities should have. There 
wasno good reason why the Commissioner 
of Public Works, as well as the Mayor, 
should not have been made a member of 
the commission, while there were many sub- 
stantial reasons for giving this officer a 
vote on propositions, nearly all of which 
involve the tearing up and repaving of 
public streets. So far as is known the 
present Commissioners had no objection to 
the addition of Gen. NEWTON to their num- 
ber, and his rejection was due entirely to 
the Legislature, who feared to make the 
board too heavily Democratic, and thus in- 
sisted on making a partisan issue on a ques- 
tion into which politics should never have 
been allowed to intrude. 

The bill, as we have said, is not altogether 
satisfactory, but it would be an act of ques- 
tionable wisdom for the Governor to refuse 
to sign it on that account, and thus put an 
end for a year, atleast, and possibly longer, 
to the work of burying the wires which has 
been begun under the present Board of 
Commissioners. That the work has been 
stopped temporarily is not the fault of the 
board. Afterthedecisionrendered by Judge 
VAN HOESEN it was impossible for the com- 
mission to continue its labors until that 
decision was either set aside by a higher 
court or the acts which it condemned were 
legalized by the Legislature. The bill now 
before the Governor, if it becomes 
a law by his signature, will sweep 
away all obstacles to the future work 
of the board, the building of the con- 
duits can be resumed at once, and before 
the end of the warm weather nearly every 
wire in the upper part of the city and a 
great number of those in the lower sections 
can be buried out of sight and the dangers 
which they now threaten to property can be 
averted. This is the main fact which Gov. 
Hitz has to consider in his deliberations on 
this bill. 





THE SEYBERT COMMISSION. 

The conclusions reached by the Seybert 
Commission for Investigating Modern 
Spiritualism verify the forebodings of the 
late THOMAS ROWLAND HAZARD, and if 
he were living he would undoubtedly 
declare again that the University of Penn- 
sylvania had not complied with the con- 
ditions imposed by his friend SEYBERT. It 
will be reealled that HENRY SEYBERT, a 
wealthy resident of Philadelphia, who fell 
under the influence of Spiritualist advent- 
urers in his later years, bequeathed to the 
university $60,000 to be used in found- 
ing a Chair of Philosophy, provided 
the university should appoint a com- 


mission to investigate ‘‘Modern Spirit- 
ualism.” Mr. SEYBERT evidently sup- 
posed that a thorough investigation 


would win for the professional Spiritualists 
the support of this old institution of learn- 
ing. But his friend Hazarp, an amiable 
old gentleman, who also had become the 
prey of numerous slate writers, bell ringers, 
and banjo players, was dissatisfied with the 
members of the commission selected by the 
Trustees. ‘“‘ Through some strange infatu- 
ation, obliquity of judgment, or perversity 
of intellect,” said he, in his published pro- 
test, ‘‘ they have chosen examiners whose 
education, habits of thought, and prejudices 
singularly disqualify them from making a 
thorough and impartial investigation of the 
subject.” 

The gentlemen who were thus disqualified 
were Dr. Horace HOWARD FURNESS, one of 
the Trustees, and well known as a Shake- 
sperean scholar; Dr. WILLIAM PEPPER, Pro- 
vost of the university; Prof. ROBERT ELLIs 
THOMPSON, Dr. JOSEPH LEIDY, Professor of 
Anatomy, and an naturalist; 
GEORGE A. KoEntG, Professor of Chemistry ; 
the Rev. GEORGE 8. FULLERTON, Professor 
of Moral and Intellectual Philosophy ;CoLE- 
MAN SELLERS, a well known civil engineer; 
Dr. JAMES W. WHITE, editor of a prominent 
journal devoted to dentistry ; Dr. CALVIN B. 
KNERR, and Dr. 8. WEIR MITCHELL, the 
neurologist. A disinterested observer would 
say that a commission made up of these 
men was qualified to make a fair and ex- 
haustive inquiry.

tor clearly revealed. ‘‘By such elementary 
tricks as these,” say the Commissioners, 
‘are guileless, honest folk deceived.” Dr. 
SLADE admits that his treatment by the 
commission was fair and courteous. 

Mediums were invited by advertise- 
ment to submit their work to investigation, 
but many were strangely unwilling to ap- 
pear. ‘ As-arule,” say the Commissioners, 
“mediums assert that they invite investi- 
gation. Our experience has been that as 
soon as an investigation worthy of the name 
begins all manifestations of spiritualist pow- 
er cease.” Their experiments with other 
specialists were no more creditable to the 
mediums than those in which SLADE was 
used. In conclusion the commission ex- 
presses regret that it has not been cheered 
“by the discovery of a single novel fact,” 
but announces its intention to continue 
itsinquiry. For himself, Prof. FULLERTON 
says: ‘‘I have been forced to the conclusion 
that Spiritualism, as far at least as it has 
been shown before me, (and I give no opin- 
ion upon what has not fallen within my 
observation,) presents the melancholy spec- 
tacle of gross fraud, perpetrated upon an 
uncritical portion of the community.” Con- 
cerning SLADE, Mr. SELLERS says: “I am 
astonished beyond expression at the confi- 
dence of this man in his ability to deceive, 
and at the recklessness of the risks which 
he assumes in his deceptions, which are 
practiced in the most barefaced man- 
ner.” There is added this statement 
from Dr. Letpy: “All the exhibitions 
I have seen have been complete failures in 
what was attempted or expected, or they 
have proved to be deceptions and tricks of 
jugglery, sometimes accompanied by buf- 
foonery. I never saw in them anything 
solemn or impressive, and never did they 
give tho slightest positive information of 
interest. Having thus far failed to discover 
anything in evidence of the truth of Spir- 
itualism, I yet remain ready to receive such 
evidence from an honest medium.” The 
most remarkable performances seen by the 
commission were those of KELLAR, the pro- 
fessional juggler, who imitated the tricks 
of the mediums. 

The late Mr. Hazarp once told the Com- 
missioners that the true spiritin which to 
approach the study of Spiritualism was ‘‘ an 
entire willingness to be deceived.” It is not 
surprising that from his point of view the 
investigators were disqualified by ‘‘ educa- 
tion and habit of thought.” Possibly he 
would have been satisfied with a commis- 
sion made up of some of the least enlight- 
ened persons who have been excused from 
service on the jury in the Sharp case. 





CLOTURE AND THE CRIMES BILL. 
The violent opposition in the House of 
Commons to the application of the cloture 
to the debate on the Crimes billis hardly 
warranted. Assuming that the ends of the 
Government are good their means are justi- 
fiable enough. The bill has‘now been under 
debate for many weeks and the Govern- 
ment proposes to close it on the 17th after 
one more week of debate. There must be 
some protection against the tendency of a 
factious minority to obstruct the will of 
the majority, such as ‘with us is provided in 
the previous question. The Home Rule 
members would of course prolong the de- 
bate on the Crimes bill to the furthest date 
possible and take a pride in postponing 
what they could not finally prevent. We 
may entirely approve of this purpose with- 
out disapproving of the purpose of the ma- 
jority to pass such measures as it has de- 
termined upon and not to be baffled by 
parliamentary devices for wasting time. 

That a large majority of the House of 
Commons is with the Government there 
can be no question. Cloture has. been car- 
ried by the amazing vote of 202 to 73, 
which indicates that most of the Home 
Rulers abstained from voting. According 
to the figures of the several divisiens, there 
has seldom been a question that became a 
party question at allin which the opposi- 
tion was so insignificant. 1¢ must be said 
also that the division in Parliament seems 
to correspond very accurately with the 
division out of doors, at least among the 
class which, after all enlargements of the 
basis of representation, is alone really repre- 
sented in Parliament. It is painful to see 
men who as a rule take no conspicuous part 
in current politics coming forward, as a 
patriotic duty, to bear their testimony to 
the wickedness of Mr. GLADSTONE and the 
necessity of governing Ireland by methods 
that would be regarded as grossly uncon- 
stitutional if if were proposed to apply 
them to any other part of the United 
Kingdom, as it is formally called. Such 
scholars as Profs. SEELEY, JEBB, SIDGWICK, 
and CLark, of Cambridge, have united ina 
memorial thanking Lord HartirnGTon for 
his efforts to maintain the unity of the em- 
pire against GRADSTONE and PARNELL. 
Such a fact goes further than any number 
of Parliamentary divisions to show the tem- 
per to which the least excitable part of a not 
very excitable nation has been wrought. It 
testifies that in the opinion of the best in- 
structed part of the English public it were 
better that all the common safeguards of 
liberty should be taken away from all Irish- 
men, under pretexts however frivolous, 
than that these Irishmen should be allowed 
to manage their domestic concerns in their 
own way. The nominal union that consists 
in retaining Ireland as a British possession 
and in giving English legislators the con- 
trol of all Irish affairs is preferred to such a 
state of things as would follow the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Parliament for the con- 
trol of Irish local affairs. 

The sad thing about all this is that Eng- 
lishmen who know the facets of Irish his- 
tory perfectly well choose to ignore them 
and to talk and act as if the policy of coer- 
cion and repression were a promising ex- 
periment, instead of having been demon- 
strated by the experience of centuries to be 
a hopeless failure. It is precisely that pol- 
icy, which the Government is now at work 
to renew and intensify, which has made 
Irishmen loathe England and Englishmen, 


and which makes a mere mockery of the 
union whieh the Liberal Unionists profess 
to think, and doubtless do think, 2 valua- 
ble and glorious heritage. 

The object of the Crimes biil is really to 
suppress all manifestations of Irish discon- 
tent with English rule. This it does not !

and provides an apparatus for the detection 
and punishment of the offenses it em- 
braces, which would snd should create a 
rebellion in England or in Scotland in a 
week. Itis unlikely that the bill, when it 
becomes a law, will even temporarily ac- 
complish its object. It is impossible that it 
should do so permanently. What it will do 
is to incréase and embitter the feeling of 
hatred to English rule, against which it is 
directed. But no one of its supporters 
seems to consider what is coming next. In 
fact the inability to regard either general 
principles or remote consequences is a qual- 
ity in English politics upon which English- 
men rather pride themselves as proving a 
practical turn of mind. It has often stood 
them in good stead, but the condition of 
Ireland at the present time is a tolerably 
conclusive piece of evidence that it may be 
overdone, and the House of Commons is 
fully resolved to overdo it still further. 





The objections raised to the new severalty 
apportionment law of Congress by the Jn- 
dian Council, which has just been held at 
Eufaula, must, of course, receive careful 
consideration, although some of them do 
not seem to be sound. It must be remem- 
bered that this law, which is designed to 
prepare the way for making the red men 
self-supporting citizens, does not propose to 
enforce itself against the wishes of those 
who are meant to be its beneficiaries. 
Hence, the representatives of the so-called 
civilized tribes of the Indian Territory who 
met at Eufaula can argue that question 
with their own people, respectively, while 
leaving the law applicable wherever its 
terms are accepted. But itis, apparently, a 
mistake to insist that the tribal relation 
ought to be kept up, as a substitute for a 
broader patriotism, and to object to the In- 
dian becoming ‘‘a member of some other 
body politic” than hisown band. Itis plain 
that the isolation and dependence which 
now keep the red man from participating 
in the advantages of civilization make his 
progress very slow. The severalty land law 
may be susceptible of improvement, but it 
is apparently founded on the desire to give 
the Indian a more promising mode of life, 
and the gradual decline of tribal obliga- 
tions and restraints is likely to benefit him 
and his children.

The letter from ‘ Yale, ’89,” published in 
our columns yesterday, must be reassuring 
reading to many parents. It showed, in the 
first place, that the average annual ex- 
penses of students at Yale did not exceed 
$600; that it was possible to get. along on 
$350, and that there was no real need for 
any industrious and faithful student to 
forego the advantages of the university for 
lack of funds. The methods by which these 
may be obtained were described in a very 
interesting manner. By the college aid is 
given in scholarships and prizes, in minor 
employments, and directly. Outside of 
these sources the student has a multitude of 
ways open to earn money by “ tutoring,” 
by the sale of notes and absiracts, by out- 
side teaching, by singing, and by various 
other employments. The peculiarity of the 
situation that will strike most readers is 
the spirit of American independence shown 
by the students. The letter certainly gave 
a gratifying account of the conditions of 
college life in New-Haven and a reasonable 
assurance of genuine self-respect among the 
students there.

A GLANCE AT THE MONTREAL 
BUSINESS MAN. 

REASONS WHY HE IS A BELIEVER IN 
IMPERIAL FEDERATION AS AGAINST 
COMMERCIAL UNION. 

| Montreat, June 11.—The fruitlesssearch 
secuted with a lantern by Diogenes at a time 

hen the virtue of newspaper advertising was 

pmong the undiscovered arts was a mere baga- 
telle compared to the quest of Tur TiMEs’S cor- 
respondent in Montreal for something original 
jn the way of opinions on the question of com- 
mercial union between the undeveloped Cana- 
ldian giant and the Titan across the border. 
hough this is not a speculative community, 
there seems to be a corner in originality of 
hought on this particular question. This may 

e ascribed to two causes, for bright minds and 

ble men are not scarce here. The Montrealer 

Is naturally conservative; he 1s often even ret- 

icent, and seldom develops the neck-or-nothing 

enterprise of the Toronto man. The latter smacks 
strongly of the American; the Montrealerruns to 

English. If business be booming with him he 

displays the same objection to make the fact 

‘public as if it were onits lastlegs. This reti- 

cence is not displayed toward comparative 

atrangers alone, and of this fact a rather amus- 
ing illustration can be furnished. At the begin- 
ing of 1885 Mr. William J. Patterson, who had 

been Secretary of the Board of Trade for 23 

years and over, a gentleman of pronounced 

ability, and very highly esteemed, concluded 
it would be for the benefit of Montreal and all 
concerned if the value of Montreal’s business 
could be given in the annual report. He de- 
yoted himself to the task most indefatigably, 
gssured every ono that only figures and 


no names would be mentioned, and that the 
figures would be so handled that the condition 
or value of any particular business could not be 
discovered. He experienced so much ditticulty 
and so many rebuitis that he concluded never to 
yaake the attempt again, and after three months’ 
work was only able to secure partial results. Mr. 
Patterson died last year, but the Montreal manu- 
facturer has not become more communicative. 
The Toronto man has had his inning and came 
put boldly and explicitly either for or against 
commercial union. The Montrealer objects to 

lay second fiddle and, take him all in all, he 
= not devoted so much thought to the subject 
"ms the business men of Canada’s Chicago. Then, 
too, he is a.thick-and-thin supporter of the Gov- 
ernment that has strewn his ez with the silver 
half crowns of protection; he has grown ac- 
custemed to and satistied with the coin and he 
looks askance at the golden dollars of commer- 
cial union. 





*? 

The Montreal manufacturer does not wish to 
become a specialist; this is his present state of 
mind. He believes in the old country doctor, 
who was wont to tackle typhoid fever with the 
Bame cheerful ease of mind as he would have 


rescribed for measles. He believes that com- 

ercial union would compel him to become a 
specialist. Why change bis easy-going, com- 
fortable, and not profitiess mode of business for 
® condition that promised a market of 65,000,- 
000 instead of 5.000,000 Poorle, but which 
would necessitate late to bed and early to rise, 
an existence in which it would be certain 
extinction to sleep except with one eye 
open. What! Throw down the bars and let 
that restless, untiring, unabashed horde of 
‘American manufacturers into his pasture? The 
thought sends a cold shiver down his spine. 
Yet he would not object to reciprocity; but it 
must be for other products than those in which 
he is interested; at least he wants further time 
for consideration of the question before he cares 
to discuss the question of reciprocity in connec- 
tion with his gwn business. THE TIMES’Ss corre- 
spondent has been unable to discover a single 
manufacturer in Montreal who would admit 
that he was, without any reservation, in favor 
of commercial union, but several were found 
who believed they would profit by reciprocal re- 
Jations between the two countries, and one was 
bold enough to say he was satisfied that com- 
mercial union, if it came to pass, would ulti- 
mately be of immense benefit to the country. © 


Then there are imperial federationists here. 
Their doctrine is that Great Britain and her col- 
‘onies should combine, commercially, against the 
world. England wants all the products of her 
colonies, they claim; they also claim that the 


colonies are able, or soon ‘vill be, to market all 
of England’s products. Of course, under exist- 
ing conditions, their doctrine has need of splints, 
not being able to stand alone. The colonies are 
not able to supply Great Britain with bread- 
stuffs; they are not in a position to market 
Britain’s manufactures and, besides, when these 
trifling obstacles have been disposed of, 
to make the scheme feasible, Britain must 
eschew free trade and adopta policy of protec- 
tion. With these few obstructions removed the 
lan of imperial federation would be in a flour- 
shing condition. Its advocates seoff at com- 
mercial union with the United States quite as 
scornfally if not on as tenable grounds as com- 
mercial unionists jeer at imperial federation, 
but many laugh good-naturedly and some sneer 
atit who do not consider commercial union 
umong the possibilities so long as the political 
tie between Canada and Great Britain remains 
unbroken. ‘ Lip loyalty” is such a common ex- 
pression in Canada that a stranger is liable to 
suppose it to be some new disease, and that it is 
the common inheritance of imperial federation- 
ists. ‘eC 
A prominent member of the federation clan, 
Mr. Archibald McGoun, Jr., a lawyer, is at pres- 
ent engaged in the hopeless task of attempting to 
squelch Mr. Erastus Wiman. Intimate acquaint-¢ 
ances of the latter gentleman are offering large 


odds that within a brief period Mr. McGoun will 
take to the woods. Mr. Wiman’s fighting and 
staying qualities rank high in Montreal, and his 
friends say that the originator of the Montreal 
Winter Carnival can take alot of beating and 
come up smiling. Mr. McGoun has another 
doaghty opponent in Mr. John Dougall,-of this 
city. Mr. 


McGoun’s expletives are more 
numerous and stronger than those of 
his opponent, who in fact doesn’t 


use any, but Mr. Dougall’s arguments are ap- 
parently too heavy for the other man to move. 
A broader and a more original plan than im- 

erial federation is presented by Mr. Andrew 

obertson, Chairman of the Harbor Commis- 
sioners, ex-President of the Board of Trade, and 
one of Montreal’s most esteemed citizens. He 
isan advocate of widely extended reciprocity 
between Canada and the United States. Com- 
mercial union between them, he thinks, will not 
be consummated in this generation, but he be- 
lieves the time has come when nothing would, 
ut least, be lost by advocating a commercial 
union between the English-speaking countries 
of the world.

SOME NOMINATIONS EXPECTED 
THE RESULT OF THE MAYOR’S COGITA- 
TIONS SOON TO BE KNOWN. 

Mayor Hewitt will return from Green- 
wood Lake to-day. He may bring with him a 
list of nominations for some of the offices where 
vacancies exist. If he has made up his mind in 
reference to most of them he will announce the 
fact within an hour after he reaches the City 
Hail. He said on Friday last that he was going 
to Greenwood Lake in order to get rid of the 
politicians and their importunities. He took 
with him a list of 97 candidates for the various 
positions to be filled. 

‘These places are a Corporation Counsel in 
Place of b. Henry Laconibe, who will vacate his 
office on or about July 1 in order to aceept an 
appointment by President Cleveland to the new 
Circuit Court Judgeship; a Fire Commissioner 
in place of Richard Croker, who was appointed 
for a full term to succeed Elward Smith, whose 
term of office expired on May 1 last; a ‘ax Com- 
missioner in place of Edward C. Donnelly; a 
Park Commissioner in place of John D. Crim- 
mins, and a Health Comunissioner in place of 
Dr. Woolsey Johnson. No one can predict with 
certainty what the Mayor will do in reference to 
filling these vacancies. He has kept his own 
counsel, and has conferred only with Mr. Croker 
and Mr. Power, the leaders of the latest polit- 
ical ** combine.” 

_The Mayor has been thinking over a proposi- 
tion made to him by which Gen. Fitz John 
Porter could be induced to resign his position as 
Police Commissioner and accept a placein the 
Fire Board.

All the mothers who had young children or 
babies took them to the Park in order that their 
musical taste might be developed. Cappa al- 
layed many.an infant’s capricious grief, perhaps 
because of the energy and carrying power of his 
trombones.” [t should be noted that outof the 
multitude of children who spent their Sunday, 
or a part thereof, in the Park, only 15 lost them- 
selves in its labyrinths, and these were quickly 
run down by the gray-coated Vidocqs and re- 
stored to their distracted parents. Some few 
young men who expressed their admiration of 
the girls too freely were taken into custody and 
incarcerated in the grim Arsenal until their 
ardor had cooled. Barring these slight draw- 
backs and @ suicide atthe reservoir, described 
in anothercolumn, the day wasa great one at 
the Park, and long to be remembered for its 
brilliant sunshine and cloudless skies. 

Strange to say, the Harlem River was com- 
po deserted yesterday, being evidently 
too heavily handicapped by the attractions of 
Central Park, Hoboken, and Coney Island, 
where beer flows seven days in the week. Even 
the Third-Avenue Bridge was lighter by the ab- 
sence of hundreds of its accustomed loungers, 
and the men who let boats wore sombre visages, 
decidedly out of keeping with the brightness of 
the day. The flagmast of the Metropolitan boat- 
house sported anew broom in commemoration 
of the success of the club at the Passaic regatta 
on Saturday. The strong boys of the Metropol- 
itan are proud and happy because they won 
every event for which they entered in the New- 
Jersey races. On Saturday next the champion 
double of the Metropolitans, composed of 
Messrs, Goeppert and Reyan, will go to Boston 
to win glory at the Yankee regatta there, and on 
the Fourth of July a strong representation will 
be sent to Philadelphia to compete in the Schuyl-

A SINGULAR SUICIDE. 





AN UNKNOWN MAN LEAPS INTO THE 


CENTRAL PARK RESERVOIR. 

About 9:45 o’clock yesterday morning a 
tragedy was enacted atthe large reservoirin Cen- 
tral Park. A middle-aged man, dressed ina dark 
sack coat and pantaloons and wearing a blue flan- 
nei shirt, came walking excitedly toward a group 
of little girls who were standing at the railing 
admiring the broad expanse of water near the 
Ninetieth-street entrance from Fifth-aventue. Ho 
accosted the litle girls pleasantly, saying that it 
was a beautiful day, Then in an ordinary tone 
of voice he called their attention to a policeman 
who was standing on the Fifth-avenue drive, 
some 700 or 800 feet distant. 

“Run,” he said to one of the children, “and 
tell that policeman that I am going to kill 
myself.” 

With these words the man threw oft his coat 
and hat and began to climb over the railing. 
Realizing that something dreadful was about to 
happen, the children ran screaming for help to- 
ward the policeman, who, hearing their cries, 
came hurriedly toward them. He was some 
200 feet from the reservoir, when the man 
jumped into the water and immediately sank 
out of sight. The policeman hurried to the res- 
ervoir house and, assisted by a couple 
of the men on duty there, hastily 
launched a boat and went to the man’s 


assistance. The suicide, however, did not 
again rise to the surface, and, although 


the officer took off his coat with the intention of 
diving for him, he was dissuaded from his pur- 
pose by his companions, who assured him that 
it was hopeless to atteinpt the man’s rescue. A 
grapple was secured, and after some search the 
body was caught drawn into the boat, and taken 
to the reservoir house. 

The suicide was apparently about 35 years of 
age, 5 feet 8 or 9 inches in heignt, and 
wore a heavy black mustache. There was noth- 
ing on his person by which he could be identi- 
tied. Later in the day the body was remoyed to 
the Morgue.

One UHundred Doses Que Dollar 
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THE HAVEMEYER FIRE. 


NOTHING YET KNOWN ABOUT THE MEN 
SAID TO BE MISSING. 


~The Brooklyn Fire Department were 
again called to the Havemeyer’s sugar refinery 
on Commercial-street, Greenpoint, early yester- 
day morning. Fire had broken out again in the 
smoldering ruins and threatened to commuicate 
with the surrounding tenements and ware- 
houses. The flames, however, were subdued 
after two hours of hard fighting, and were con- 
fined to the blackened débris. 
Thousands of people filled the streets in the 
vicinity yesterday, gazing on what was 24 hours 
before a handsome 13-story building. Several 
streams of water were still being poured on the 


ruins, which had cooled sufficiently to allow a 
gang of workmen to begin clearing them away. 
The two Poles, Louis Wilkins and Frederic Wein, 
who were at work inthe building at the time of 
the tire, and who were reported to have B erro 
in the flames. are said to be safe, but a detective 
vainly spent the greater part of yesterday in 
trying to find them. The officer is confident 
that neither of the men is dead, but the police 
are ernbarrassed by the fact that few of the men 
employed ip the refinery are able to talk English. 
No report of any missing men has been made to 
the authorities. If the men had been lost the 

olice claim some oce of their relatives or fam1- 
y would have made inquiries at the station, but 
this has not been done. 

The tire was in ali probability the work of an 
incendiary. At the time of the destruction of 
Palmer’s cooperage works in_ Williamsburg 
two weeks ago the Havemyer Company, fear- 
ing for the satety of their property, placed an 
extra watchman at the building, as they had 
likewise had trouble with some men who were 
discharged. The police are at work on the case 
trying to unravel the mystery. It is expected 
that as soon as possible the débris will be re- 
moved and a new building erected.
